2000 MEN CROSS 
MEXICAN BORDER 


Some of Them Unarmed, While 
Others Have Guas and 


Ammunition.

GALVESTON, Tex., Nov. 21.—Nearly 
2000 Mexicans are known to have crossed 
the border into Mexico last night and 
today, confirming the rumors that the 
revolutionary party is carrying out well- 
defined plans in the movement against 
the present administration. 
Many of these men, unarmed, crossed 
the Rio Grande through the regular 








) ‘gateways—El Paso, Laredo, Brownsville 


and Bagle Pass—for there is no law 
against’ Mexicans returning to their own 
country, but many others, carrying 
arms, passed over at isolated points, 
where the river is low. 

One party of 10, carrying a supply of 
guns and ammunition, evaded the Amer- 
fean officers on the border and got into 
Mexico Friday night, secreting them- 
selves until Saturday night, when they 
attempted to continue their journey in- 
land. They were detected and pursued 
by Rurales several miles, and all but 
three were captured, with their guns 
and ammunition.

The separation between 
her and Mr. Chouteau was friendly, 
however, and during his stay at the hos~ 
pital she visited him frequently. When 
her daughter Lucille married J. Lucas 
Turner recently at Jamestown. Mrs. 
Chouteau did not go to the wedding, cn 
account of her husband’s condition. 

Mr. Chouteau was a son of Charics: 
P. Grafiot Chouteau, and a descendant 
in the fifth generation from Pierre Chou- 
teau, who was Pierre Laclede when he 
founded St. Louis. He was a grandron 
on hig mother’s side of General Charlies 
Gratiot of the United States Army, After 
being educated in St. Louis and at Liege, 
Belgium, he returned with the intention 
of becoming a mining engineer, but his 
father needed his help in managing the 
great Chouteau interests, and he devoted 
all his time to that. 

Of an inventive turn, Chouteau de- 
vised and patented various. mechanical 
appliances now in general use. He did 
much to preserve documents bearing on 
the early history of St. Louis and con- 
tributed to the literature of the Mis- 
souri Historical Society. His suggestion 
that an exposition be held to commem- 
orate the Louisiana Purchase was tak- 
eh up by other men of large interests, 
and Chouteau wag. chairman of the suc- 
céssive committee which worked out the 
plan. He was a vice-president of the 
Exposition.

HORSE SHOW IN NEW YORK 
BRINGS PROFIT OF $50,000 


More Than 105,000 Persons At-

NEW YORK, Nov. @1.—This year’s 
Horse Show was the most successful in 
10 years, according to the reports of 
the association’s officials. It was a 
record-breaking exhibition both from an 
attendance and entry standpoint, and 
for the first time in many years the 
association will find a substantial bal- 
ance on the right side of the ledger. 

The total attendance for the seven 
days was more than 106,000, making a

four days of the show fully 20,000 per- 
sons paid for admission. The receipts

The price of admission was $1, while 
the reserved seats ranged from $1.50 to 
$8. Box seats sold for $ and $8 apiece. 

The receipts from sales of seats ag- 
gregated about $176,000, while the 1860 
entrance fees added nearly $20,000.

ARIZONA OBJECT 
UF NEW ATTACK 


Constitutional © Convention 
Will Complete Its Labors 
This Week. 





Associated Press. - ; 
PHOENIX, Aris., Nov. 21.—Arizona’s 
Constitutional Convention entered upon 
its final period today, the actual draft- 


ing of the organic law of the new 
Btate. 


The proposed arts of the constitution 
which have not been considered must 
be passed on this week, so that thé 
remainder of the time, which expires 
Dec, 10, may be given to revision and 
final adoption. 

It is very probable that this week 
the conservatives will make their prom- 
ised effort to have the recall measure 
reconsidered and made a matter of sep- 
arate submission in the endeavor to 
prove their contention that only a mi- 
nority of the territory is in favor of 
having recall applied to the judiciary. 

Although numerous so-called radical 
provisions have been advocated. the 
constitution will not be a lengthy one. 
Completion will probably shew it to be 
less then one-third the length of Okla- 
homa’s, containing comparatively little 
purely legislative matter. ’ 

To Comserve 1,000,000 Acres. 

Of interest today will be the report 
of the State and School Lands Commit- 
tee, which will recommend the conser- 
vation of/a.million acres of land which 
is to be the\apportionment of the new 
State. The committee will recommend 
that no public land be sold for @ 
years, except from the irrigated land, 
which has been under cultivation for 
five years prior to the adoption of the 
This will be sold‘to the 
highest bidder, its estimated value be- 
ing more than a million’ dollars. 

The enabling act places a minimum 
limit on the price of public land at 33 
per acre, and provides that ne public 
sites be sold for five years.

show opened Monday with a loud noise. 


It will continue- all week-—with the 
noise. The men who make auto horns 
still have something to learn, and they 
can learn it at the poultry show. There 
are birds at the show which make the 
visitors look around for the nearest 


There are drakes and ducks on the 
third floor of the poultry show building, 
at 1121 Olive street, that give a very 
fair imitation of a steamboat whis- 
tling for the landing. Not all the noise 
is on the third floor, though. The roost- 
ers are on the second floor and when 
one rooster crows all the rest of the 
roosters feel that it is incumbent upon 
them to crow also. 

The firet floor is given over to the 
pigeons, which contribute all.of the 
silence. There are more of these than 
have ever been gathered together at a 
previous poultry, shaw in St. Louis, but 
they are not making any fuss about it 

Little Bantams and Big Turkeys. 
The three floors were pretty wel! fillea 
with fowls at the opening the show 
and many more arrived during the day. 
Veast-pocket bantams vie with %-pound 
turkeys for the admiration of the fow! 
fanciers. 

The largest cages are occupied by the 
pheasants, because they need lets of 
room fer their tails. 

The indian runner ducks are the envy 
of the hens, because they’ can lay eggs 
almost as fast as they can run, 

Deserved contempt is poured out upon 
the tame mallard ducks, traitors to the 
duck 2ause, which have been trained to 
decoy their wild mates within the reach 
of hunters’ guns. They have the exact 
markings of the wild ducks, but are so 
tame they are perfectly at home in the 
barnyard. 

The show is getting along without 
the presence of any of the frizzies, 
which are deemed necessary to the auc- 
cess of any. poultry show, but some of 
them probably will come in later. The 
feathers of the frigzles grow the wrong 
way and give one the impression that 
tae chickens are going when they are 
coming, ‘There are some silkies, though, 
and they are almost as great a curiosity 
as the friazles. Their feathers are 50 
fine that they seem more like silken 
down. 

A feature of the show is to be a long- 
distance homing pigeon race.

Mant victory. 
- As matters stand today, tne people 
see little use for the Kaiser. They are 
losing respect for him. He is called 
by persons, who are-not at all 'radical, 
an “unbalanced babbler.“ If the Kaiser 
\ prosecuted every person who applies 
tiles uncomplimentary title to him, new 
prisons would be needed. 

Both the Kaiser and his statesmen 
are viewing with alarm, the coming 
_ general elections. They fear that the 
’ Bocidlists will gain working strength 
din the Reichstag. If the Socialists win 
suffiicierit representation, they intenu to 

' give the people universal suffrage. If 
’ this is done, the Socialists will be certain 
’ of being in power before long. At pres- 

‘ent, the working folk can not enforce

“With the death of Tolstoy the world 
ts shaken by the fall of a tower, and 
even those who called the tower ‘crazy’ 
would still call it tall. He was, per- 
haps, the fullest, finest expression of 
the strange energy of our time. 

“The modern spirit has many names 
Some have called it progress. But in 
truth the modern spirit has always 
looked backward and draws its inspira- 
tion from an almost forgotten past. All 
our modern: anarchists have been anti- 
quarits; Tolstoy went back -to the early 
Christians; Nietzsche went back to the 
early pagans. Neither, I think, knew 
much about either of their authorities, 
But it is-still a great tribute to those 
ancient religions that even our evolu- 
tionists cannot kick quite free of them. 
“Tolstoy was an autotrat who had 


Omce Autocrat and Soldier. 
served as a soldier and who experi- 


enced a violent revolution against these 
two questionable trades. It was then 
he began to write his three or four 
first novels and showed himself one of 
the first hovelists of Europe. He had 
the true talent of realism, which is se- 
lecting without appearing to select. 

“With this Tolstoy swept Western 
Europe clean of the stagnant smells 
of Zola; he ascended a throne that had 
not been filled for centuries: he became 
a Puritan pope; his encyclicals were 
sent out to Europe with all. that ring 
of dogma and decision in which he re- 
joiced.

| tyrant; that men must never leve their 


country or desire their offspring. But 
his followers followed, for the thing 
Was really a religion.

“He was a man of extraordinary 
genius and character; not a guide, but 
an illuminator. The words of the axiom 
in his ‘Power of Darkness,’.‘one must of 
necessity have a soul,’ might serye as 
ah epitaph for him and al! his works.” 

Anatole France, who was a close 
friend of Tolstoy, said: 

“Tolstoy was to Russia what Sihks- 
peare was to England and Goethe t 
Germany, There were two personali- 
ties in Tolstoy. One was duplex, the

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author of ‘Anna Karemina’ was at once 
the man who loved life itself above 
everything else and the philosopher who 
considered man an atom in the ocean of 
life. 

“He believed that everything that 
forces these atoms to combat each other 
is wrong, and this conviction created 
im him his other personality—that of 
the seer who believes in the advent of 
peace on earth. 

“If this belief is, as some say, & re- 
turn to primitive Christianity, then Tol- 
stoy was a Eutopist, but if it is a 
true presentment of the genius of hu- 
manity and its tendency, this -Eutopla 
may become a reality.

Therefore the great Tolstoy must 
ta'-e his place as one of the prophets of 
the new era.”’ 

Marcelle Finagre, perhaps the most 
popular woman writer in France, said: 

“There is much discussion about Tol- 
stoy’s regret leave his wife and fam- 
lly. This much is to be said: 

‘*Tolstoy had given to his family the 
reflection of his glory and the profit 
from his works. For them he renounced 
the: life of austerity and solitude that 
was dear to him; for them he suffered 
the eterna] contraction of his principles 
and his dally life. 

“Before dying he wished to realize the 
true Tolstoy; he wished to bequeath to 
the people his last works and go his 
way as one of the poor of earth. His 
family could harrass him; it could not 
make him unworthy of himself.’’

ILLIAM ARCHER, critic and 
translater of Ibsen, writes:

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WITHHOLD THIS FRANCHISE. 

The franchise asked by the Southern Illinois 
Traction Company for tracks over the free 
bridge and on certain streets connecting with 
the western end should not be seriously consid- 
ered at this time. It is unnecessary to restate 
the general rule that franchises are to be con- 
sidered only from the viewpoint of advantage 
to the city. It is not necessary in this case to 
go even that far. 

The facts are eloquent. First, the franchise 
would be of no use to the Southern Illinois Trac- 
tion Company except for peddling or financing 
purposes, and however important this may be to 
the company it is not a matter for the city’s 
concern. Second, the franchise could not be used 
for other purposes until the free bridge is fin- 
ished. Third, before the bridge is finished St. 
Louis will have, everyone fondly expects, & new 
and model charter. 

In this new charter provision will be iad for 
city ownership. of terminals. In this eventua- 
tion the traction company need have no concern 
about a terminal if its request for the franchise 
is made only because of the desire or necessity of 
gaining entrance to St. Louis. 

On the other hand, Mr. Gerhart’s simple dem- 
onstration that granting this franchise would 
close to the city practically the only streets now 
available for the proposed municipal terminals 
is about conclusive that it would embarrass the 
city if it is not, as a matter of fact, so intended. 

It is no wonder the Merchants’ Exchange is pre- 
pared to fight the franchise seekers. St. Louis 
has had enough experience with the risks that 
attach to all sorts of franchises to withhold 
granting this one for an indefinite time.

OUR INDIAN SUMMER ATMOSPHERE. 

“Indian summer” came a little late this year, 
but it is now in progress in. St. Louis and in a 
wide region around it. After the latest summer 
winds are over and before the gales of winter 
begin to blow, there are two or three delightful 
weeks of rural stillness, during which the leaves 
flutter slowly down from the branches in woods 
where there is hardly wind enough to do more 
than flutter a single leaf as it falls. 

Owing to this deep and peaceful pause of na- 
ture, the smoke hangs low in blue wreaths on 
the far-off, quiet hills, and the sun _ shines 
golden through a delicate haze, pervading the 
dreamy atmosphere. . 

This is what the poets say about Indian sum- 
mer, at any rate. Councilman Schneiderhahn 
can find a shelf-full of them at the Public Li- 
brary to confirm this diagnosis of the meaning 
of Indian summer in St. Louis. With us, the 
smoke, instead of hanging in blue wreaths on far 
off hills, blankets the city and everybody in it’ 
including Councilman Schneiderhahn, ag he per- 
fects his new theory that the way to get the 
Indian summer smoke out of our soft coal is to 
wash it out, 

The Post-Dispatch does not indorse poetical 
theories of Indian summer on its own respon- 
sibility, but there is a practical test. Its deep, 
putative, poetical peace is expected to end in a 
November or early December blizzard, which 
blows the peaceful haze from Missouri southeast 
to the West Indies. We always choke in wind- 
less weather in St. Louls. As a blizzard is the 
only thing which has ever given us a carbon- 
free atmosphere under the anti-smoke ordinance, 
we can now wait for it as nature’s remedy for 
Indian summer.

If tariff-dodging is as prevalent along the line 
as in sugar and woolens, it is apparent that pub-

ology at the St. Louis Teachers’ ;Col- 
lege, tell at the Second Christian Church 
Sunday afternoon of the qualities which 
are needed to make married life happy. 
His talk was the first in a series of 
weekly lectures on matrimony. 

“Several wives told me after the 
meeting,” said Prof. Payne Monday, 
“that they thought their husbands would 
be better for having heard the lecture, 
and that they would be better. wives” 

‘Money isn’t all,”” said the speaker in 
telling of the things requisite for happy 
homes. “A woman can be happy hun- 
gry. The husband must be loyal to 
his wife, and frank concerning his busi- 
ness affairs, which are the concern of 
both. The wife must show an interest 
in the man’s work, and must. fit her- 
self to be his adviser. 

“Without the husband and wife being 
equally busy, and sharing responsibili- 
ties and burdens equally, there may be 
a legalized living together, but not a 
true marriage.”’ 

Has Faith in Intuitions. 

Prof. Payne advised men to seek and 
to take the advice of their wives in 
money matters. Pastor I. A. Humberd 
gave similar advice, saying that the in- 
tuitions of women are often more to be 
trusted than the logical conclusions of 
their husbands.

The majer- 
ity of the heirs under the partition of 
the estate ordered by the Court were 
present with their lawyers. Suddenly 
the door burst open and Harry Bishop 
ran in breathless. He had bought an 
old wagon at the sale of the Ranior 
effects, and in it had found an ac- 
count book. In the book was Ranier’s 
will. 





Found in a Wagon. 

Bishop rushed into the room, crying 

out: “I’ve found Rainer’s will,” and 
gave the document to Attorney Gaskill, 
representing the administrator of the 
estate. The lawyer read the will aloud. 
Many of the heirs scowled to discover 
no mention of their names. Others who 
had been left out sniffed scornfully and 
called the document a plant. Not until 
the end of the will did the provision of 
the. — of the property to Mrs. 
Foulkes come. Then many of the heirs 
went to the side of these who declared 
the will was a plant. 

But a very old woman and a totter- 
ing 92-year-old man—Jane Nixon, who 
had been Ranier’s housekeeper for more 
than half a century, and Samuel Rich- 
ardson, who has been his farm hand 
for even a longer period—shed tears for 
joy. With the closing of the sale at 
the homestead these infirm persons 
would have found themselves penniless 
and without shelter. They had com- 
pleted their preparations to go to the 
county. poorhouse. But the finding of 
the will stopped the sale and left them 
the roof over their heads for months 
to come, and clauses of the will pro- 
vided that éach was to receive $1000, 
which will go a long way in.a farming 
country. : 

Signature Unmistakable. 

The disgusted heirs will fight the will. 
It was signed by only one witness, a 
brother, Lambert Ranier, who is dead. 
The body of the document was written 
in a woman’s hand, but it bore the 
characteristic, rugged signature of Ra- 
nier. The idea that the will may ba a 
forgery is generally discredited, be- 
cause Bishop could have no possible in- 
terest in the division of the estate and 
the chief beneficiary is in a mad house. 

Friends of this niece and many others 
say they heard Ranier tell her often 
he meant to leave her the largest share 
of his estate. And the other legatee, 
who would have been the greatest gain- 
er by the will is Lambert Ranier, who 
is dead.
